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PAT ON TARIFF 


Possibility of U.S. Using Big Stick 
Not Viewed With Alarm at 
Ottawa. 


Bulletin Special, 

Ottawa, Ont., Mar. 15.—The tenor 
of presa despatches from Washington 
today implying that American tariff 
delegates to Ottawa on their return, 
after consulting with the State De- 
partment and President Taff, are rath- 
er inclined to foster the impression 
that there is some discrimination by 
Canada against the United States and 
that the American tariff is now on the 
whole more favorable to Canada than 
the Canadian tariff is to the United 
States, has created considerable com- 
ment in government and parliament- 
ary circles here, It is the general 
opinion that the statements handed 
out in Washington after the interview 
between Messrs, Emery and Peppet 
and President Taft indicate that the 
outlook for a peaceful solution of the 
tariff problem is not so bright © nd 
that the war clouds are large. It ‘¢ 
believed here that if the president had 
intimated after hearing the report of 
the tariff delegates that he might be 
able to find that no undue diserimin- 
ation on the part of Canada against 
the United States exists, no statement 
would have been handed out that was 
not calculated to foster that impres- 
sion. The statement issued on the 
other hand would rather lead the 
American public to believe that the 
United States is discriminated against. 
In consequence there has been more 
talk here today of the Canadian «e- 
fence position, in case the maximum 
clause of the American tariff is in- 
voked at the end of the month, than 
has been the case hitherto. 

Government Not Weakening. 

There is absolutely no sign of weak- 
ening on the part of the government 
here in respect to granting. conces- 
sions which might prevent the wield 
ing of the American big stick. While 
there is still hope that President Taft 
in accordance with his own desire 
and with the general desire of trade 
interests on both sides of the line 
will be able to interpret the American 
tariff law as not necessarily Jeading 
to a finding, in the light of all the 
facts ,that Canada’s trade agreement 
with France and with other nations 
in the Canadian-favored-nation list, 
constitutes an undue discrimination 
pgainst the United States. It is 
significant that retaliatory measures 
are already talked of . Sentiment 
seems to be unanimous both among 
Liberal and Conservative members of 
the Commons that national self res- 
pect ,equity and the future independ- 
ence of Canada in making her trade 
bargains with other nations, now de- 
mand a continued firm adherence to 
the attitude maintained throughout 
by the government here—namely that 
there is nothing in Canada’s | tariff 
agreement with other countries which 
constitutes any undue discrimination 
against the United States. 

Strong Weavons Against U. 8. 

It is asserted by those qualified to 
speak authoritatively that in the event 
of the American surtax of 25 per cent. 
ad valorem becoming operative against 
imports from Canada on April 1st, 
the first step to be taken by @anada 
wil’ be the prohibition of the export 
of pulpwood and wood pulp, thus 
seriously interfering With manufact- 
wiers and consumers of paper in the 
United States, who sare becoming in- 
creasingly dependent on Canada for 
their raw material, Another step, 
which would be taken, would be the 
imposition of a Canadian surtax %f 
1-3 per cent. on the present general 
tariff against the United States. As 
pailiement is now. in sessio botia 
these steps could be taken promptly 
and both Liberal and Conservatives 
atate they would be generally support- 
ad be-the members of the House, As 
ta the contention that the average 
American duty on Canadian import? 
is now really lower than the average 
Samdian duty on American imports 
itis pointed out that the argument 
in this respect, when fully analysized, 
is fulacious. 

American Tariff Prohibitive. 

In the great majority of items of 
Canadian export the Ameican tagiff is 
eo high that it is practically prohi 
bitive,, On three or four principal 
exports to the 
United States, such as lumber, iron 
ores and coal, which are practically 
raw materials, American duties are 
comparatively low, consequently the 
average ad valorem duty is low. 

American exports to Canada on the 
other hand cover a very large range 
of articles mostly in the shape of fin 
ished products and a comparison of 
average duties therefore is apt to 
misleading, Opinion among — those 
who have studied the question most 
closely inclines to the belief that if 1 
tariff war should unfortunately even- 
tuate trade interests in United State 
would suffer more than the trade in- 
terests of Canada. The principle 
items of Canadian exports to the 
ftates last year were lumber, $28,- 
595,046; silver ore $9,987,965; gold 
bewring quartz etc., $7,388,350; coal 
$4,048,465; hides — $3,880,883; fish 
$4,254,663; miscellaneous metals ete. 
$3,875,322; breadstuffs $2,562,967 ; wood 
pulp $3,064,879.

The ad- 
ditional duty would apply to most of 
the other items on the list and it ‘s 
felt that such a retaliatory measure 
by Canada would in most cases not re- 
sult in any very noticeable enhance- 
ment of prices to Canadian constmers. 
‘It is also pointed out thatthe growing 
demands on the Canadian home mar- 
ket together with access to the mackets 
of France and Germany, under more 
favorable terms than have been pre- 
vailing hitherto, would soon restore 
the trade equilibrium which would at 
first be affected by the dislocation of 
the present trade channels toward the 
south.

A direct road to Grande Prairie, 
from the point of view of its value to 
Edmonton interests, was the chiet 
matter to engage the attention of the 
members of the Edmonton board of 
trade at the regular monthly meeting 
of that body held yesterday afternoon 
in the new offices in the King Edward 
hotel building. The matter was 
brought up by Alderman Lundy who 
urged immediate action. He was in 
a position to say that the, members 
of the north had been approached 
with regard to a wagon road from 4 
point on the G.T.P. west of Edmon- 
ton to Grande Prairie. From what he 
knew of the proposed routa from Wolf 


Creek, it was almost impossible for a 


wagon road because of the high grades 
and numerous streams which headed 
into the Athabasea river. There would 
be a great trek to the Grande Prairie 
country in the near future and the 
board of trade should be alive to 
what this might mean for Edmonton, 
It would be advisable to form an 
energetic committee to. wait on the 
government with regard to the mat- 
ter.

70,000-MEN-AND 48 
RAILWAYS INVOLVED 


Negotiations Between Gretherheod of 
Lecometive Fireman and Engineers 
and General Managers, Have Not Ver 
Reached Impasse, but Situation ic 
Tense. 


Chicago, Tls,, March 14—A date for a 
strike of 70,000 firemen, hostlers, and en. 
Gineers on forty-eight western railroads 
is to be transmitted to the general man- 
agers ‘of. the railroads tomorrow accord 
ing to W. 8. Carter, president of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen and 
Engineers. This dove not mean, however, 
that a strike ie imminent, Mr there are 
many moves yet to be made by both 
sides, before the men actually will be 
given orders to quit work. Negotiations 
have been on since early in the year, and 
while the situation is somewhat more 
tense than ithas been both the Brother. 
hood and the General Managers still 
have “several cards to play.” 

In the event that an understanding 
cannot be reached by. the negotiating 
parties the committee of the Brotherhood. 
and the committee of the General Man. 
agers—tho railroads will invite Commis- 
sioner Nei! and Chairman Knapp, of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, to in. 
tervene as mediators. The intervention 
of these two officials, even though the 
railroads have refused a formal demand 
to arbitrate certain demands of the 
Brotherhood, would inean aa indefinite 
postponement of a strike,

New York, March 14—In a decision 
handed down today by the United States 
Cireuit Court for the southern district 
of New York in a suit against three mem- 
bers. of moving picture films for show 
purposes, the rights of the Edison Com- 
pany to the exclusive exploitation of the 
“canned drama” field are again affirmed. 

The decision grants temporary injunc- 
tions against the only two New York 
companies: still making films for general 
use which had failed to obtain the Edi- 
son Company's approval before advertis- 
ing their wares, It brings to an end a 
warfare over patent rights that has ex- 
tended through eleven years, and leaves 
the Motion Pictures Patents Company, 
an Edison holding corporation, in  su- 
preme control, 


NEW DISEASE OF APPENDIX. 
A Malady. Which Deceives Dettors— 
Seems to Exist in Stomach or 
Intestines, 


London, March 14—A fresh series of 
indictments was brought against the ap- 
pendix as a cause of human suffering at 
4 meeting of the Royal Society of Medi- 
cine today. Twenty-four operation cases, 
in which the chief symptoms were stom- 
ach pains due to an unrecognized disease 
of the appendix, were described, In fif- 
teen cases the operation was undertaken 
for asupposed ulcer, either in the stom- 
ach or in the adjoining intestines, only 
to find that these parts were normal, 
while the appendix was diseased, Dr. 
Herbert J. Paterson, who head a paper on 
the subject, suggested the name appen- 
dicular gastralgia for the new disease on 
account of its most prominent symptom, 
a stomach pain due to the disease of the 
appendix.

ROCKEFELLERS’ FUND 


WILL RESPOND TO ALL 


Charter Granted at Washinton to “the 
Rockefeller Founddtion."—Few de- 
tails of Scheme Disciosed—600 GBeg-

Washington, D.C., March 16—By unan- 
imous vote the senate committee of the 
District of Columbia today ordered a fa- 
vorable yeport on the bill granting a 
charter to “the Rockefeller Foundation.” 
Sterr J. Murphy, Mr. Rockefeller’s con- 
fidential adviser, was before the commit- 
tee more than an hour, but though he 
discussed entertainingly on the plan and 
scope of the foundation, he gave very 
little information concerning the details 


of the proposed gigantic charity.

Digressing for a moment from serious 
consideration of the bill, Mr. Murphy 
told the committee some of the secrets 
of private correspondence of the Stan- 
dard Oil King. 

“Requests for help,” said Mr. Murphy, 
smiling upon those who had been ques- 
ticning him, “range from an appeal for 
a set of false teeth to urgent appeals for 
suis of money as large in some instances 
as $10,000,000." This statement was 
called forth by Mr. Gallinger’s an- 
nouncement that since he introduced 
this bill more than one hundred people 
had written him on the assumption that 
he was a representative of Mr. Rocke- 
feller and had applied for money in sums 
ranging from $25 to $500,000. 

“Begging letters received at Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s office every day,”’ said Mr, Mur- 
phy, “aggregate between four and five 
hundred, and all of them are appeals for 
financial aid for all sorte of schemes.” 

His children being interested in col- 
Jecting postage stamps, Mr. Murphy said 
he requested the clerk in charge of Mr. 
Rockefeller’s mail to save him some 
stamps. Late the same day on which the 
request was made this clerk brought to 
Mr. Murphy a large envelope of foreign 
stamps, which he said came on letters 
in the one day’s mail. Interested in 
learning that so many foreign letters 
reached the office’in such“a short period, 
Mr, Murphy explained that ‘he classified 
the stamps geographically and found that 
twenty-two countries were represented in 
North and South America, Europe, Asia, 
Africa and Australia. Mr. Murphy dis- 
abused the committe of the idea, if such 
an impression existed, that Mr, Rocke- 
feller ever responded to these appeals 
from unknown persons. “His charity is 
dispensed and aid furnished in worthy 
cases, only after careful inquiry by his 
personal representatives,” said Mr. 
Murphy. 

What He Expects in Dividends. 

“There is more danger in giving un- 
wisely,”’ said Mr. Murphy, “than in not 
giving at all. Mr. Rockefeller always in- 
sists upon the same investigation and 
care in his works of charity, philan- 
thropy as he demands when maikng a 
business investment, from which he ex- 
pects cash dividends. In this instance he 
expects that his dividends will not be 
in cash, but hopes to get dividends in the 
shape of the welfare of humanity. 


In explaining how the Rockefeller 
Foundation would work out, its ob- 
jets, Mr. Murphy went at length into 


the history and the working plan of the 
general education board; how it began 
in a modest way, with the original 
$1,000,000 donated by Mr. Rockefeller 
and continued growing and expending 
its field of activity until the contribu- 
ticns of Mr. Rockefeller amounted to 
$53,000,000 to that one board. The dona- 
tions to this corporation, Mr. Murphy 
pointed out, show the scope and possi- 
bility of philanthropit works in the 
United States, 

Without naming any specific sum of 
uoney with which Mr. Rockefeller would 
endow this foundation, Mr. Murphy said 
that, judging by what the donor has 
dene in connection with the general edu- 
cation board and other charitable insti- 
tutions, the sum would probably be am- 
ple to permit the foundation to carry on 


"its work as a world-wide institution, in 


the mest thorough and satisfactory man- 
ner, 
"Question of Money. 


At no time did Mr.Murphy state what 
amount of mowey Mr. Rockefeller ex- 
pected to put into this corporation, On 
that point he professed ignorance, but 
he led the committee to believe that the 
Standard Oil magnate intended to place 
many millions of dollars at the disposal 
of the board of trustees, 

Mr. Murphy explained how the work 
of the general education board had been 
cireuseribed by the narrow limits of 
ifs charter, a condition that was sought 
to be avoided in creating this new chari- 
table organization, 

“Mr. Rockefeller,” continued Mr. Mur- 
phy, “wants to push the principle of the 
gencral board turther, It ia not his pur- 
pose to suglant existing agencies, but 
to supplement them; to work through 
existing changes and not duplicate them. 

When Mr. Murphy took up the news- 
paper criticism of the proposed work, 
which has appeared in some of the press 
of the country, he submitted to the com- 
mittee a letter from former President 
Eliot, of Harvard university written to 
John D. Rockefeller, jr., in which the 
statement was made by Dr, Eliot that 
there was absolutely no truth in the in- 
terview attributed to him as criticizing 
the proposed foundation, He said he had 
refused to discuss the matter with all 
newspaper men who visited him, 

In conclusion Mr, Murphy argued that

Immediately 
following, a favorable report wae ordered 
on the bill and this will be made in the 
senate early this week by Mr. Gallinger. 


CONDEMNS BRITAIN’S POLICY. 


In Far East—Not Surprising United 


States Is Angry. 


London, March 5—In a long article 
yesterday on the Far Eastern situation 
and Jacob Schiff’s recent speech in New 
York, the Morning Post complains 
strongly of lack of judgment on the part 
of the British foreign office, and says it 
is not surprising that Secretary of State 
Knox and Mr. Schiff are on the war- 
path, accasing Great Britain of intrigu- 
ing with Japan = against the United 
States, 

“In plain words,” says the article, “we 
are picking chestnuts out of the fire for 
Japan and encouraging her to ask more 
than her share as well to trample on 
the principle of the “open door.” The 
whole proceedings is suicidal and unne- 
cessary, Lf Sir Edward Grey had told 
Japan that she must play the game and 
cease the policy of grab in Mongolia his 
recommendation would elmost certainly 
have availed.” 

The (Post contends that it will be a 
bad day for Great Britain when the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance leads her into 
a dependence on Japan and that if a 
quarrel with the United States is aaded 
to the existing trouble the situation will 
be serious, 

“No empire can afford to begin hir- 
ing the barbarians, ” continues the 
Post. “An alliance of equals is one 
thing and masked = subservience is an- 
other. Yet British diplomacy is suggest- 
ing to the world that we cannot afford 
to do anything but our allies’ bidding. 
The struggle over the Mongolian railway 
may define our position in the Pacific 
for many years. Let ve hope that wise 
counsels will yet prevail in Downing 
street.” 


POLITICIANS ARE ALARMED 


Members at Loss to Understand Why 
Asquith and Balfour Absent. 


London, Mar. 13.—Each week and 
almost each day, brings political 
storms and no serious politician at- 
tempts to forecast the couse of events 
even for a week. Effective leadership 
on either side, there is none. 

The ministerialists are uneasy that 
Asquith should for some unexlained 
reason have absented himself from the 
House of Commons, when this: week's 
excitement was at the highest. The 
Unionists are also concerned thet they 
should have to face Lloyd-George’s 
laest coup without the leadership of 
Balfour, who as-yet gives no sign of 
returning from Cannes. 

Ramsay MacDonald, the Laber lead- 
er, exults because by voting only six 
weeks’ puyment for postmen, saiiors, 
school teachers and old-age pension- 
ers, the government at last announces 
war to the death on the Lords, 

But serious minded ministerialists 
are alarmed at the possibilities -f 
financial chaos. Many of them share 
the view that Stead expressed today 
that Lloyd-George’s new method of 
coercion of the King will prove higii- 
ly distasteful to the nation. 


J. PIERPONT MORGAN NOT ILL. 


Growth in Nose Will Be Removed by 
an Operation at Rome. 


Rome, March 15.—J. P. Morgan is 
stated to be suffering from a polypus 
of the nose, and acting upon the ad- 
vice of a celebrated Italian physician, 
is' about to undergo an operation by 
Professor Rampoldi, which will neces- 
sitate a sojourn of several weeks in 
Rome, Aside from the growth in his 
nose, with which he has been troubled 
for severai years, Mr. Morgan appears 
to ‘be in perfect health. 

This aiternoon he inspected the 
paintings in the Borgia gallery of the 
Vatican and attended a dinner and 
reception given in his honor by the 
Princess Teano, 

Although Mr, Morgan's case is re- 
garded as not easy of treatment, it is 
not considered difficult. The polypus 
is not dangerous, but prevents breath- 
ing easily through the nose, ,

Contracted Smallpox While En Route 
From Yokohama. 


Victoria, B.C., March 15.--There 
was one case of smallpox on the stea- 
mer Monteagle, arriving today from 
Yokohama, a man who was travelling 
as a saloon passenger. It is expected 
the vessel will be fumigated and allow- 
ed to proceed, but the passengers and 
crew, it is expected, will have to re- 
main at quarantine ie about 18 days. 
The patient is Rev. Vohn Solomon, of 
Toronto, a missionary, 70 years of 
age, who is returning from a trip up 
the Yantse.

Labor Party in Old Country to. Bring 
Up Radical: Resolution. 


London, March 13.—On March 28th

The resolution which the 
conference will adopt, will say that 
the Labor party in England is of the 
opinion that the children should be 
made a permanent and integral part 
of a very progressive party's pro- 
gramme; it will demand that a system 
of maternity pensions be inaugurated, 
accompanied by the provisionsof free 
medical and nursing attendance, it

The re- 
turns for twelve years under review 
do not seem to indicate decisively 
either increase or decrease of the 
wealth of the nation during that per- 
jod. The figures for 26 or 30 years 
would be needed to justify a conclu- 
sive estimate, 

Estimates of Increase. 

Estimates of the wealth of the na- 
tion and its rate of increasa have 
vuried widely. They have been for the 
most part based on the assessments 
to income tax. One authority, who 
some years ago estimated the value 
of the nation’s capital at from fitteen 
to eighteen millions, estimated also 
that the nation added to its capital 
at the rate of 100 millions every twen- 
ty dlays, equal to 1800 millions a year 
or 10 per cent. of the capital. y 

This estimate, however,, appears to 
tuke no account of outgoing, but to 
assume that all income or earning is 
an addition to the nation’s capital. A 
similar view seems to have beer 
taken in an estimate that the income 
or earnings of the-whole of tha popu 
lation of the country, was im 1901 on 
the average at the Tate of £39° per 
capita per annum, and that thus the 
addition to capital was 1,620 millions. 

Mr. Gladstone, writing in the Nine- 
jfeanth Century in 1890, thought that 
it would be unreasonable to estimate 
the entire capital of the country 
less than from 10,006 millions to 12,- 

millions, and that, upon the whole 
the annual eddition to the capital of 
the country for many years past 
could not be taken at less than 200 
miftions. For 1855 the entire in- 
come on which tax was levied might 
be taken at 319 millions. and in 35 
years 240 millions had been added .o

The discussion was marked a 
somewhat lively scene between the 
Minister of the Interior, Glen Camp- 
bell, W. D. Staples and other mem- 
bers who took part, but in the end 
there wis a general exchange of re- 
grets and from that on the proceed- 
ings ran smoothly enough. On Wed- 
nesiday the House will take up Hon. 
W. 8. Fielding’s interim supply bill, 
and when it is passed will proceed 
with Mr. Oliver's immigration act 
amendment bill. 

Same as at Ocean Ports. 

On the second reading of Mr. 
Oliver’s bill, the minister explained 
that the chief object of the bill is to 
apply to points along. the boundary 
line the same regulatiag in respect to 
exclusion which apply at ocean ports 
of entry. There were, Mr, Oliver 
said, many changes in detail, all im- 
portant and calculated to carry out 
more effectively the policy of the 
government, 

An important provision of the bill 
wus one which, while fully establish- 
ing the right of an emigrant to show 
betore the courts the reasons why he 
should be allowed to enter the  conn- 
try, does not permit him to take full 
advantage of the protection of the 
courts until he has been accepted by 
» immigration officials, 
ichard Blain asked if any demands 
had been made upon the government 
to abolish assisted immigration, Mr. 
Oliver said that in so far as the gov- 
ernment is concerned there is no 
such thing as assisted immigration.
